The Japanese bride 1s.dressed. first 
in resplendent garments of white silk, 
the sleeves. of the costume usually 
being about three feet in length, 
while thé sash, an tmportant feature, 
measures about 11 feet in length. 
But white, as the Oriental Review 
explains, is the mourning color in 
Japan, and the bride, leaving her 
parents’ house, considers herself dead 
in the sense that she will never re- 
turn alive, preferring death to dl- 
voree, and in consequence wearing a 
white costume, Q 

After the exchange’ of cups of 
sake with the bridegroom, which is 
the most important part of the wed- 
ding ceremony, the bridge changes 
her costume to a red one. This is 
called iromaoshi (changing color). 
Red is supposed to have a purifying 
power, and perhaps clears the minds 
of the parties of all association of 
mourning. 

This is the origin of the Japanese 
custom of using white costume at 
weddings, but many people in mod- 
ern Japan do not any longer have 
time to bother their heads with these 
questions of color, and ‘simply go 
ahead and marry accofding to the ac- 
cepted custom, with no thought of 
what the colors signify. 


The Primitive Kubus. F 

A people without any form of rell- 
gion, without superstition, devoid of 
any thought of the future state, has 
been found in the interior forests of 
Sumatra, according to Dr. Wilhelm 
Valez, the geologist of the University 
of Bréslau, who has made extensive 
journeys through the island.’ 

There he found the Kubus, as he 
named them, Who are scarcely to be 
distinguished from the small manlike 
ape of the Indo-Malayan countries 
They are wanderers through the for- 
est seeking food; they have no pre- 
perty.

He 
infers that they are immeasurably 
inferior to the paleolithic man of Eu- 
rope, who fashioned tools and hunt- 
ed big game with hia flint-tipped ar- 
row and knife. Intellectual atrophy 
ia the result of the Kubus’ environ- 
ment, The words they know are al- 
most as few as the ideas they try to 
expréss,—London Globe.

Whether the quality of 
grain yet to be secured will be great- 
ty diminished trom. what it might 
have beeu will probably depend “on 
whether an immediate and lasting re 
turn to favorable weather takes place 
or not, ‘In the meantime Liverpool 
prices have advanced 2%&c to 3%4c per) 
bus, on the week, and such markets 
as Paris, Antwerp and Berlin are all 
higher, On this side of the water;

Weather and harvest progress satis- 
factorily. Two or three weeks of 
ordinary dry warm weather would see 
the bulk of the crop in stook and well 
out of haim’s way, and in: many dis- 
tricts threshing would be fairly well 
begun: in ‘that time. We know of 
two cars of new wheat having come 
along.

Each one 
of these feathers stodd for a man;"| 
the tip of hair fastened to the feath- | 
ers and painted red; represented the 
man's scalplock, Before’ a feather 
could be fastenedt on the bonnet a 
man must count his honors which en- 
titled him to wear the feather, and en- 
abled him to prepare the feather for 
use in decorating the war bonnet. 
When a warrior counted hiis honors, 
he held up. the feather which was to 
represent them, saying: In such a bat- 
tle I did this, ete. At the conclus- 
fon of the recital the feather was 
handed to the man who was’ manufac- 
turing the war bonnet, who then. put 
the feather in its proper place. As 
many of, these bonnets contained 50 
or more feathers, and as each feather 
must haye an honor counted upon it, 
and no honor could be counted twice, 
the manufacturer of a bonnet required 
several helpers and the task took 
considerably time—often several days, 
Strips of crmine, arranged to fall over 
the ears and cheeks. were fastened 
to thé bonnet. The ermine represent- 
ed alertness and skill in evading pur- 
sult. A bird or some other symbolic 
Object could be fastened on the crown 
of the skull cap. This object wag 
renerally some feature of the man's 
vision through which he believed he 
received supernatural aid in time of 
need, Sometimes the flap was em- 
broldered with porcupine work or 
painted with symbolic’designs, Songs 
were sung during the making of the 
bonnet. : : 
Before the advent of the horse 
f&mong the Indian tribes the flap of 
the bonret did not extend below the 
wrist, thus avoiding interference 
while wa!king of the wearing of other 
ornaments; but after the horse be 
came plentiful the flap was extended 
to a man’s feet when standing; when
